FRICHTFUL DISASTER. 


Terrible Fate of Excursionists in 
Ontario. 


A PLUNGE INTO A WATERY GRAVE 


One Hundred and Seveutv-five H u­ 
man Beings Drowned. 


HEARTRENDING SCENES AT THE WRECK, 


Fathers, Mothers, Brothers and Sisters 
Searching for Relatives.

London (Ontario), May 23th.—Last even­ 
ing at 6 o’clock the steamer Victoria, with 
over 600 excursionists on board, was return­ 
ing from Spring Bank, and when near the 
Cove railway bridge, one mile below this 
city, the boat suddenly 
COLLAPSED LIKE AN EGG-SHELL, 
And became a total wreck to a level with the 
water’s edge. All the passengers were in 
stantly plunged in the stream, more than 
half of them being underneath the debris. 
The first' news which reached the city was 
brought by survivors, who struggled through 
the streets wet and weary. The news fell 
like a thunderbolt, and a stampede took place 
for the spot. Arriving there, a te.-iible sight 
met the view. From 50 to 60 bodies had al­ 
ready been recovered, and were lying on the 
.green sward some distance up the bank. 
Those arriving from the city from every di­ 
rection crowded around, anxious to see if 
any relatives were on board. Several hun­ 
dred families were represented on the excur­ 
sion, and the 
WAIL OF AKGC1SH 
That arose at the sight of the victims was 
heart-rendir,g. Fathers, mothers, brothers 
and sisters, rushed about panic-stricken, en­ 
deavoring to identify relatives. Iiy 7 o’clock 
about eighty bodies had been recovered from 
under the wreck, where the water was twelve 
feet deep. Almost every minute some victim 
was brought to the surface aud conveyed to 
the steamer Princess Louise, which was early 
brought to the spot, and the victims were 
placed upon the upper deck. Fires were lit 
along the bank overlooking the river, and 
petroleum torches were brought and the 
search coutmued. 
’SECOND DISPATCH.) 
PARTIAL LIST OF THE VICTIMS. 
L on d on , May 25th.—Up to the present 
hour about 150 corpses have been secured. 
Among the dead are James Robertson, Man­ 
ager cf the Bank of British North America; 
Win. McBride, Secretary of the Western Fire 
Association ; Mis. Win. Ashbury; Wm. 
Millman, a Montreal commercial agent; two 
sons of J. Rogers Plumber ; J. C. Meredith, 
Clerk of the Distiict Court; John Clark, a 
shoemaker ; Miss Cox ; Nellie, John N. and 
Willie Morrison, three children of James 
Morrison, a merchant of London East; Lil­ 
lian Skinner ; Hobbs Plumber ; three chil­ 
dren of A. Westman ; Lizzie Boskowville; 
John Dirch, Sr.; Miss Connell ; Willie Glass 
and Miss Cooper (daughter of John Cooper), 
his affiance. These two were sitting together 
when the machinery was observed to fall upon 
them. 
Mr. Matthews, night editor of the 
Advertiser, lost h¡3 wife and two children. 
Harry Smart, of the Free Press, lest his wife, 
two children and sister-in-law. M. J. Sid- 
dons, cf the Customs, lost one boy. Mr. 
OroEheyatekha lost a boy aged 10 years. 
Miss Bailey is among the missing ; also Alice 
Dedman, of New Brighton. Miss Griffith, 
of Buck street, and Albert Tremble, are 
probably lost. A full list cannot yet be ob­ 
tained. All is in confusion, at:d the newe- 
paner staff, like everybody else, are sadly 
demoralized, all having friends involved in 
the calamity. The whole city seems almost 
demented to-night. 
GROSS CARELESSNESS. 
The accident was certainly due to gross 
carelessness. The boat was overcrowded to 
a disgraceful extent. George Parish was ex­ 
postulated with by several at Spring Bank, 
and urged not to 1st the boat go out in that 
overcrowded condition, but he is reported to 
have replied: “All right: I know my busi­ 
ness,” or something of that sort. Samuel 
Stewart, a stone merchant, one of those who 
protested, left the boat at Spring BaYik with 
his family. Several hundred more remained 
there, unable to get passage, and had to walk 
home, a distance of four miles, to-night, no­ 
conveyance of any kind being available. The 
telephone was in constant use between the 
water works and city by folks inquiring for 
fiierds. 
This disaster will put an end to the pleas- 
ure-s.“.".mcr business hereafter. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.J 
L o n d o n , May 25:h.—The work of securing 
the dead from under the wreck of the Vic­ 
toria is still going on actively. One hundred 
aud seventy bodies have been recovered, and 
most of thera brought to the city. All the 
uadei takers’shops are besieged, and coffins 
are going out by the score. The crowds at 
the river bank and etecmer landing have not 
diminished. Among the identified are two 
daughters of James Bains. The list of iden­ 
tified is still incomplete. A large number of 
bodies remain on the grounds at Spring 
Bank awaiting claimants. 
[FOl'RTU DISPATCH.) 
CACSB OF THE DISASTER. 
LONDON, May 25tb.—The Victoria made 
her last trip at 4 P. M., with a large load, va­ 
riously estimated at 400 to 000. The boat 
shipped water on the down trip, but all went 
well until the return. When over half way 
home some pranks of playful youths on the 
lower deck, or pel haps the boat striking a 
snag, caused a rush to one side, whez water 
a foot or two deep broke over the lower deck, 
which was crowded with passengers. In­ 
stantly the crowd rushed to the opposite tide, 
and their weight and the water shipped 
caused a lurch in the opposite direction, and 
the boat sank one or two feet. While the 
crowd on the lower deck were struggling to 
save themselves from slipping into the rivt’r, 
the stanchions suddenly gave way, and the 
whole upper deck, with its load of human 
beings, 
CAME DOWN ON THOSE BELOW, 
Crushing and imprisoning them. It is im­ 
possible to describe the scene that followed. 
The boat continued settling sideways, fak ir g 
many passengers down who were stunned by 
the fall of the upper deck, and were unable 
to help themselves. Scores sank in the water 
without an effort, while many others, who 
were precipitated into the river unhurt, reut 
the air with their vain appeals for succor, 
which those of the passengers who were safe 
were powerless to extend. The utmost ex­ 
ertions were put forth to rescue as many 
drowning ones as possible, and maDy were 
saved from a watery grave. As soon as pos­ 
sible help was secured and the work of re­ 
covering the bodies proceeded. The bodies 
were placed on the steamboat Louise as fast 
as brought up, aud then taken to the com­ 
pany’s dock, where the task of identification 
began. The accident occurred at a quarter 
past 6, but it was midnight before the bodies 
were brought back to the city. Here 


A MOST HEARTRENDING SCENE 
Knsued. The bodies were at once transferred 
from the steamer, laid out in rows on the 
grass by the river side, all in their holiday 
attire, and with the aid of torches the faces 
were eagerly scanned by hundreds of anxious 
friends looking for their missing ones. A 
goodly proportion of the drowned are men in 
middle life and many children. Many were 
the wails of sorrow which followed the iden­ 
tification of relatives. One man was heard 
inquiring for fonr children. As fast as the 
corpses were claimed they were taken in 
charge by friends and removed home. - It is 
impossible .to secure a complete list of the 
drowned, but it includes many prominent 
citizens. 
Another Account or the Catastrophe. 
L on d on , May 24th.—This evening the 
steamboat Victoria, of the River Thames 
Navigation Company, whose boats ply be­ 
tween this city and Woodland Cemetery, 
Woodland Park, Ward’s dock and Spring 
Bank, capsized on her return trip. It is be­ 
lieved that at least 180 persons «'ere drowned, 
but at this hour it is impossible to get full 
particulars. Monday evening’s boats of this 
company, viz., the Victoria, Princess Louiee 
and Forest City, took a large number of peo­ 
ple down to the points mentioned to spend 
THE QUEEN’S KIRTHDAV 
Holiday. To-day they took down a bigger 
crowd, tickets being reduced to 15 and 10 
cents. Spring Bank is one of the favorite 
suburbs of the city, and the grove in the 
neighborhood was crowded all day. Early 
in the evening the three boats began to carry 
the excursionists home, landing them at 
Dundas-street wharf here. 
The Victoria 
left Spring Bank at 6 o’clock, with about 400 
on board. This was her first day’s work this 
season. She was an old boat, but her ma­ 
chinery was repaired this spring, and her 
trial trip day before yesterday wo3 performed 
to the entire satisfaction of Mr. Parish, 
manager of the line. She was due there at 
6:30, and a large number of people 
awaited her arrival at Dundas street. 
At Ward's dock, the first stoppiog-place after 
leaving Spring Bank, she was all right, but 
the dock men say she was overcrowded and 
shaky, and I learn from other sources that 
she and her sister boats took down far more 
people than it was possible for them to bring 
back again this evening without overloading. 
At 7 o'clock, there being no word of the Vic­ 
toria, the people at Dundas-street dcek be­ 
came extremely uneasy, and the officials cf 
the line were unable to relieve their anxiety. 
A few minutes afterwards a messenger from 
Wcodlawn Park arrived with the news 
that 
THE VESSEL HAD SI’NK, 
With all oh board. A terrible scene ensued 
at the dock, the cries of those who had friends 
on the boat being distressing to a degree. 
Word was at once dispatched to Spring Bank 
to send the Louise and Forrest City to the 
scene of the disaster, but they had left for 
home. Two tug boats weie dispatched from 
here, carrying Drs. Street, Macklaren, Hayes, 
Graham, Mitchell, Campbell and every other 
available doctor in the city. 
PARTICULARS AS FAR AS OBTAINABLE. 
From the meager particulars as yet obtain­ 
able here it appears that the Victoria was 
going at a slow rate of speed when the disas­ 
ter happened. A band was on board, said to 
have been a detachment of the band of the 
Seventieth Fusileers, aud the people on board 
had cleared a space on the deck for dancing, 
thus throwing the crowd in the forward part 
of the boat. The evening was fine, but foggy. 
Oa reaching Wo idland Park dock 260 more 
people crowded on board. As the vessel 
swung out from the covered railroad bridge, 
a mile below the city, she keeled a little to 
one-side, and the excursionists, now number­ 
ing 600, rushed to the other side. The boat 
gave a lurch and sank almost immediately, 
going completely to pieces. Her small boats 
and life-boats were in good order, but the 
vessel capsized so suddenly and was smashed 
so quickly that there was no tim9 to use 
them. Boats at once put out from the shore. 
The crews of the few skiffs on the river made 
haste to the spot and took off a large number. 
The Victoria was lying almost on her side, 
and people were clinging to the boat and tho 
wreckage that floated from hc-r. Men made 
desperate efforts to save their wives and 
children, but in the confusion it was a hard 
matter to recognize a face, and the 
CRIES FOR HELP 
Coming from every side, familiar voices 
could not be distinguished in the appalling 
uproar. At the time of writing it is esti­ 
mated that ISO have perished, but it is pos­ 
sible that some cf those now missing reached 
the shore. The majority of those who are 
known to have been drowned are fathers, 
mothers and children, who probably clung to 
one another when the hoat upset. The mas­ 
ter of tli9 Victoria is rnis-’ng, with two cf 
the fonr or five deckhand". 
LOCALITY OF THE CATASTROFHE. 
[London. O at, is situate on the line of the 
Great Western Railway, about 100 miles 
easterly from Detroit, Mich., and neailv 
midway between there and the Falls of 
Niagara. The town is a municipal corpora­ 
tion of about 30,000 population, with sub­ 
urban attachments of 10,000. It is on a small 
stream caoed the Thames, which is rot a 
comine rcialiy navigable stream for more than 
fifty miles from where it debouches into the 
Detroit river, just belc-w Bake St. Clair. At 
London the stiearn is small, and until a few 
years ago was furdable at ordinary water. 
Some five or six years ago a d?m was thrown 
across the stream some two miles below Lon­ 
don, at a place called Byron. This was done 
to raise the water for domestic uses. It had 
the effect of deepening the stream, so that 
small pleasure steamers were pnt on the two 
miles of deep water to carry excursion par­ 
ties from London to Byron, at which latter 
place are pleaanre resorts, fine hotels, picnic 
grounds, etc. These steameis are all light 
open structures, and adapted only to short 
tripa and ti e carriage of pleasure excursion­ 
ists. |

THE PRICE OF TU.’IS. 
Tunis has been purchased by France at 
an extravagant price. That price has been 
the friendship of Italy. The latter is not 
now in a position to exhibit her deep re­ 
sentment at the action of France, but Brie 
will cherish that resentment all the more 
closely for her present impotence, and 
when her time comes she will strike hard. 
France has won Tunis, which tho did not 
need, and iu so doing she has lost Italy, 
which the did need. It is her first duty 
to provide herself with allies. Insttad of 
doing that she has completely alienated 
Italy, and has invited the estrangement of 
England. Italy alone could have helped 
her materially in a war v. ith Germany and 
Austria, for Italy alone could have given 
employment to the bulk of the Austrian 
forces. France has acquired Tunis, hut ia 
doing so she has flung Italy into the aims 
of Germany, and has thus strengthened 
that combination which is watching its 
opportunities to reopen the struggle with 
her. 
If Bismarck had controlled the 
Tunisian situation himself and entirely, he 
could 
not 
have shaped i t . more 
for his 
own 
advantage 
than 
it 
has been shaped by French blindness 
and vanity. 
Italy will never forgive 
the Tunis affair until she has had 
revenge, and Bismarck is the only man 
in Europe who can hold out that hope to 
her. Henceforth the alliance of the two 
Emperors becomes a triple alliance. When 
iu the fullness of time the inevitable quar­ 
rel occurs between France and Germany, 
the republic will vainly appeal to the 
Italian Government for alliance, even fur 
neutrality. In that hour Tunis will be 
remembered, and Germany will derive all 
the benefit from that memory. Perhaps 
France feels strong enough to disdain ail 
considerations of this kind. It would not 
be the lirct time, however, that she has 
overrated her strength. If she has recov­ 
ered and grown, her enemies have been 
equally progressive and energetic. It has 
been Bismarck’s policy to isolate her, and 
he has nearly accomplished it. Bussia is 
to-day the only possible ally remaining to 
her, and it is quite possible that Russia 
will be unable to take any serious part in 
European politics for many years to come. 
At all events she must settle with her 
internal disorganization before she can be 
in a condition to attempt a foreign war, 
and meantime it remains to be seen 
whether Bismarck will await her recovery. 


FORSTER ON IRISH AFFAIRS. 
In the House of Commons Tuesday night 
Mr. Forster, in reply to questions from 
some of the l>and Leaguers, said very plain­ 
ly that the Government intended to arrest 
anyone, no matter w hat his rank or pro­ 
fession, whether priests or Members of 
Parliament or anything else, who were 
fonnd inciting the people to breaches of 
the laws, and fomenting trouble generally. 
As the Secretary was probably expected to 
apologize for the arrest of Shcehey, this 
plain answer was calculated to embarass 
the opposition somewhat. 
Mr. Forster 
added that the purpose of the Govern- 
nient was to maintain the laws in Ire­ 
land, and that this would be done no 
matter at what expense. 
So far the 
(government docs not appear to have been 
much cowed, if we may judge fiom 
these indications. 


VERY INCONSISTENT. 
The New York anti-ConkliDg papers are 
asking Mr. Conkling why, if as he says lie 
believes that the people sustain him, he does 
not put that belief to the test, and wait 
till next winter before going before them. 
They point out that in asking re election 
at the hands of a Legislature a majority of 
whose Republican members he has already 
claimed to be pledged to him, he cannot 
possibly obtain anything in the shape of 
a “ vindication,” since he himself has 
formally admitted that he proposes to sub­ 
mit himself to a picked jury. These con­ 
siderations are very difficult to meet, and 
quite impossible to answer, and therefoie 
Mr. Conkling and his friends msnifist 
commendable prudence in letting them 
severely alone. 


THE STATE AND THE YOSEMITE VAL­ 
LEY. 
The treatment by the State of the 
Yc Semite Valley trust must be regarded 
as an illustration of that lack of commu­ 
nity enterprise and foresight which are so 
necessary to the attainment of success. 
This valley constitutes, putting it solely 
upon a business standpoint, one of the 
most splendid pieces of property that Cali­ 
fornia possesses. It is a focus of attrac­ 
tion for the whole world. Its wonders, its 
beauties, it3 majesty, are unrivaled on the 
earth. Were it easily accessible, and were 
the comfort and convenience of visitors 
adequately provided for, there can be no 
doubt that it would bring millions of dol­ 
lars into the State annually, and that it 
would be visited by thousands for the 
hundreds that go there now. And it must 
be recognized that when the United States 
gave the Yosemitc Valley in trust to Cali- 
ifornia, it was necessarily implied that the 
State should throw open the valley to travel, 
and that it should make it as accessible as 
possible. 
An enterprising and enlight­ 
ened public ought long ago to have Eeen 
that the fulfillment of these implied 
undertakings was Dot merely a question of 
good faith, but of business sagacity. The 
Yosemite Valley possesses the promise and 
potency of a great treasure-breeder tor the 
State, and, properly cared for, it w’ould in 
one year far more than repay all that it 
would be necessary to expend upon it. 
Hitherto, however, it has been most dif­ 
ficult to interest the State iu it at all. 
Legislatures have turned a deaf ear to all 
solicitations, or when they have consented 
to allow some small appropriation it has 
been done so grudgingly that no real or 
permanent improvements could be under­ 
taken. No doubt some blame attaches to 
the old Commisrioners, who never seem to 
have had any adequate idea of the scope of 
their duties, and who allowed themselves 
frequently to be baffled by obstacles which 
a little energy and persistence would have 
oveicome. 
But if the public had appre­ 
ciated the value of Yosemite from a busi­ 
ness point of view they would have com­ 
pelled the old Commissioners to do I etter, 
and would have given them the means of 
doing better. As it is, the valley has prac­ 
tically been ignored by the State, or treated 
as though it was a sort of white elephant 
which had to be taken care of in a per­ 
functory way, but which was far more a 
nuisance than a benefit. 
The access to the valley has leen 
throughout a heavy handicap upon its 
value. The difficulties and the tediouauess 
of the journey have acted as a positive pro­ 
hibition upon all but the active and healthy 
traveler. And when the latter has sur­ 
mounted these serious preliminary obstacles, 
be ha9 found at his journey’s end very 
meager and cramped accommodations, and 
has had to put up with all manner of 
makeshifts, not to speak of more inexcus­ 
able vexations in the form of impositions. 
But for the few rude trails which have 
been constructed as speculations by outside 
parties, theie have been no means of ex­ 
amining the wonders of the valley. Every­ 
thing has been left exactly as nature placed 
it, and from beginning to cud the arrange­ 
ments have been more suggestive of the 
slovenly, indolent Southern habits, than of 
those of a wide awake, progressive and in­ 
telligent community. 
No Californian who is at all sensitive 
can make the Yosemite trip, in fact, in the 
company of strangers from other States 
or countries, without having abundant 
reason to feel ashamed of the parsimony 
and want of enterprise which characterize 
the whole attitude of the State toward the 
valley. Of course it is never too late to 
mend, but the corollary of this, that it is 
never too soon to begin, holds good also. 
The State ought not to lose any more time 
in doing its duty to Yosemite. It ought 
to see that the place is made easily accessi­ 
ble, to begin with. There has been some 
talk of the construction of a railroad to 
within thirty miles of the valley. That 
is one of the first requirements of the 
situation. With such a railroad the tourist 
could enter the valley fresh and tiufa- 
tigued, and it would then become a possi­ 
ble trip to persons of delicate health. 
Inside the valley there is needed a modern 
hotel with all the comforts and conveni­ 
ences which travelers need and look for in 
these days. There is not a mountain resort 
iu ail Europe where modern enterprise lia3 
not provided for the traveler better than 
in the Yosemite Valley. The State can 
well afford to expend whatever is necessary 
for the construction of a really fine hotel 
in the valley, aud the next Legislature 
ought to make the appropriation for this 
work. 
More and better trails are greatly needed. 
The floor if the valley requires to be 
cleared in many places of its heavy growth 
of timber and underbrush, so as to afford 
clear views of the lower falls and other 
points of interest. Rustic seats should be 
provided at convenient points along all 
the frails, and at intervals there should be 
shelter sheds to which tourists cau retreat 
to escape the frequent showers which occur 
in that region. There are many other 
much needed changes and improvement#, 
but tho principle to bo observed is the in­ 
crease of the comfort and pleasuic of vis 
¡tors in every possible way. No question 
of sentiment need be taken into account. 
This is a purely business matter. The 
State can make the Yosemite Valley a 
source of large revenue if it chooses, 
and when it chooses ; aud it is bound to 
take the requisite step3 both in honor and 
self-interest. 
If the valley was made 
thoroughly accessible, and a telegraph line 
was constructed to it, hundreds of fami­ 
lies would prefer it as a summer resort to 
any other part of the State, and nearly all 
who go there would stay much longer than 
now. In fact it can bo made to bring 
millions into the State, and therefore not 
to utilize this opportunity inustbc regarded 
as a symptom o! community stupidity and 
want of enterprise.

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THE EEE-SAW AT ALBANY, 
The news from Albany is becoming very 
tiresome. 
Every day it is gravely re­ 
ported that the Coaklingites declaro them­ 
selves certain of success, and that the 
anti-Conklingitcs are equally sure of vic­ 
tory. This is equivalent to no news at 
all, r.nd yet it onght not to be impossible 
to collect more valuable information. 
F olees everybody on both sides have taken 
vows against speaking the truth, it must 
be practicable to ascertain with approximate 
accuracy how the Republican members of 
the legislature are divided on the main 
proposition, and what number of them 
are pledged to go into caucus, or not to 
go into caucus.

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Reply of Mint Superintendent Doi!;e. 
W ash in g to n , May 24tb.—On behaif of 
himself, Dodce, who is now in Washington, 
claims that although the regulations provide 
that silver bullion containing certain base 
and refractory metals shall, at the discretion 
of the Superintendent, be subjected to cer­ 
tain deductions fri m 1 to 1 j per cent, of the 
gross weight, this discretionary regulation 
has never been enforced at the San Francisco 
Mint until since the beginning of the fiscal 
year. The wastage referred to, instead of 
being iu excess of the legal limit, was far 
within the limit. The law is that the differ­ 
ence between the amount charged and credited 
to each officer shall fie allowed as necessary 
wastage, if the Superintendent shall be satis­ 
fied that there has been a bona fide waste of 
the precious raetals, and if the amount shall 
not exceed in the case of the melter and re­ 
finer one-thousandth of the whole amount of 
gold, and one and one-halt thousandth of the 
whole amount of silver delivered to him since 
the last settlement. Hodge says that in the 
particular case referr.il to he was satisfied 
that the wastage wai toaa fide, and there was 
no indication or suspicion of irregularity on 
the part of the melter and lefiner or any 
one in his department. 
The loss was, 
therefore, allowed by him (Dodge) and ap­ 
proved by the Director, who was then pres­ 
ent, and examined into the matter. In re­ 
gard to the complaint that the Ices was im­ 
properly paid in part fr-m the silver profit 
fund, Dodge statfs it was paid in conformity 
with the instructions made by the Director 
and approved by the Secretary of the Treas 
ury, and under the Director’s peisonal super­ 
visión, and it would made no practical differ­ 
ence whether paid from this or any other 
fund. Mr. Dodge thinks the real cause of 
Mr. Page’s hostility arose a year aud a half 
ago, when he found himself unable to meet 
all of his demands for patronage. Some cor­ 
respondence passed between them on the sub­ 
ject, which was subsequently published, and 
he thinks from that time Mr. Page resolved 
to make war upon him.

Iu some way or 
other the Chicago Irishman was successful, 
w hether through his diplomacy, the brilliancy 
of his promises to the Ring, or because of his 
professional skill, has never been Eettled. 
But his initial suece33 was his Ultimate 
ruin. A storm was raised about Clifford’s 
head. The Chronicle opened its broadsides 
of mud upon him. Chicago avas ransacked 
for information derogatory to him. Inter­ 
views from all the architects who were ho-tile 
to him were telegraphed to the paper. The 
result was that the popular feeling against 
Clifford was worked up. His bondsmen was 
completely withdrawn, and Clifford himself 
was ejected by the police from his office. He 
returned to Cnieago and instituted a libel 
suit for -530,000 against tile men who were 
interviewed here (17 the Chronicle's corre­ 
spondent.

A11 American Bnrk Seized By Hie Mexi­ 
can Author I.Ics. 
Nl-W York, May 25th.—The Hcrnh.Cs 
Washington special says: The Secretary of 
the Navy has ordered Rear Admiral Wyman, 
commanding the North Atlantic (Let, to im­ 
mediately send one vessel of his squadron to 
Merida, .Mexico, where the American bark 
Acacia, of Boston, 327 tons burden, is re­ 
ported to hive been unjustly seized by the 
Mexican authorities at that port. The State 
Department received information of this out­ 
rage a few days ago through Consul-General 
Hall at Havana, with whom the American 
Consul at Merida communicated by letter. 
The information at hand is that the bark 
Acacia put into Merida in distress, and was 
seized 1 y the Captain of the neighboring port 
of Progreaso and cairicd into that port. Two 
of her crow were on board when the seizure 
was made, the captain and remi iuder of the 
crew having gone to Progresso for assistance, 
and were tier.- when the bark was brought 
in. Her surrender wes asked by the Ameri­ 
can captain, who. upon being refused, ap­ 
pealed to our Co. sul, whose request for her 
dtliveiy to her Captain was aleo refused. 
Liter cable advices say that the crew of 
the Acucia aro on there and not allowed to 
go on board their own or any other American 
ver sel, andaré threatened with arrest if they 
attempt to il > so. In view of the nature of 
the complaint the Se retarv of State deemed 
it imp .!tint tiiat a war vessel bs sent to the 
up port of the American Consul, and yester­ 
day addressed the Secretary of the Navy, 
selling foitii the facts as communicated to 
I ini through Consul-General HalL Rear 
Admiral Wyman, who it expected in New 
York from Norfolk this evening, will proba­ 
bly order the Commander of the Kearsarge or 
Niusic immediately to go under steam to 
Progresso and investigate the cause of the 
pr 'ceediogs of the authorities at that place, 
and if the complaint made against the ve.-sel 
should not op; ear to justify the act, then the 
Acacia will lie restored to her Captain and 
crew. It is not known whether the ground 
for the detectim of the vessel ia upon aclaim 
for salvage, or because she was alleged to fco 
derelict. The information received is enough 
to show that the speediest way to settle such 
an assumption of authority over an American 
vessel and her officers and crew, is to leave 
the matter tn the judgment of our naval offi­ 
cers. This ia tho first case under the new 
Administration calling for armed interfer­ 
ence to maintain the hor.or of our flag in a 
foreign lanl. The Vandalia, which has just 
arrived at l’niladelphia, h.,ving in tow the 
Ossipie, is thought by naval 1 ffiajrs here to 
be the most available vessel to send to the 
aid of Consul Ayme at Merida.

A t all places w here wagons are filled care 
m ust be taken th a t th e streets are k ep t in 
order, and if necessary to prevent m ud-holes, 
planking, brick bats or other suitable m a­ 
terial m ust .be used by th e contractor ; and 
” not so used, th e S treet Com m issioner is 
authorized to do so, and charge th e expense 
to the ¡cont ractor. 
If a contractor fails to keep the streets or 
alleys free from dust, th e S treet Com m is­ 
sioner has pow er to em ploy other persons to 
do the w ork, and th e expense w ill bo de­ 
ducted from th e contract price. 
R epeated 
com plaints from th e residents on any street, 
or portion of a street, th a t the w ork is not 
b u n g properly done, will be deem ed a suf­ 
ficient reason by the B oard of T rustees for 
deducting a portion of the co n tract price, 
which it Has the power to do. 
T he roadw ays 
in the H elvetia and C ity Cem eteries m ust be 
sprinkled to the satisfaction of the S uperin­ 
tendent and the S treet Com m issioner.

W hen the particles of water or ice 
which constitute a cloud or fog are all of 
the same size, and the air in which they 
are sustained is at rest or is moving in one 
direction, then these particles can have 110 
motion relative to each other. 
1 he weight 
of the particleB will cause them to descend 
through the air with velocities which de­ 
pend on their diameters, and, since they 
arc all of the same sizs, they w ill move 
with the Bame velocity. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances, therefore, the particles will 
not traverse the spaces which separate 
them, and there can be no aggregation so as 
to form raindrops or hailstones. 
If, how­ 
ever, 
some 
of 
the 
particles 
of 
the 
clond or fog attain a larger size than 
others, those will descend faster 
than 
the other and will consequently over­ 
take those immediately beneath them ; 
with these they may combine so as to 
form 
still 
larger particles, which will 
move with greater’ velocity, and more 
quickly overtake the particles in front 
of them, and will increase in rate as 
they add to their size. 
Under such cir­ 
cumstances, therefore, the cloud w ill be 
converted into rain or hail, according as 
the particles were ice or water. 
The size 
of the drops from such a cloud would 
depend simply on the quantity of water 
suspended in the space swept through by 
the drop iu its descent, that is to say, on 
the density and thickness of the cloud be­ 
low the point from which the drop started. 
This ¡3 the actual way in which raindrops 
are formed.
